Claim Objections 



1. Claim 21 objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c), as being of improper dependent form for 
failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is required to cancel the 
claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper dependent form, or rewrite the 
claim(s) in independent form. Examiner notes that adjusting the typographical error (claim 30 to 
claim 20, for example) will overcome the objection. For art related examining purposes, 
examiner will assume that claim 21 depends from claim 20. 



Double Patenting 



2, The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman^ 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. 
Cir. 1993); In reLongU 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686

3. Claims 1-16,20,21 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-14,30,31 of U.S. Patent No. 6122614. 
Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other 
because both sets of claims pertain to a very similar scope pertaining to an automated 
transcription service. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 17-19,22 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As per the independent claims, the claim language pertaining to the particular 
structure and method of recording and comparing transcriptions is not explicitly taught by 
the prior art of record.
